Shortly after 5 y1le's Death, his Propheſy tO Pompey CONs 
.cerning L-pid proved true;For' Lepidus openly ulurping 
the power which Sy/ls had, raiſcd/an Army of thoſe of 
Marins bis faQtion, whom $Sy/la ha4 hitherto ſupprefled, 
which put Powpey' upon his befb skill; and experience; |
